


CSUS Foundation investments fail to generate profit

Nine out of 10 out - of - state corporations in 
which the CSUS Foundation has invested $405,865 
have reported net income and share earnings 
decreases 

The foundation's investments are in stocks and 
bonds soid by these corporations. According to 
some of the corporations’ 1980 first quarter stock 
reports, decreases in revenue have forced reliance 
on rate subsidies 

Nine of 10 out - of - state corporations in whicr 
the CSUS Foundation has invested $405,865 in 
stocks and bonds have reported decreases in net in- 
come and share earning or their reiiance on rate 
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subsidies to provide financial relief, according to the 
corporations 1980 first quarter stock reports 

Seven of the 10 investments totaling $277 508 80 
are in corporations which own or partially own at 
least one nuclear power unit in operation or under 
consiruction. Two of the nuclear - related utility cor- 
porations report that their financial state relies on 
the stability of their nuclear operations 

The foundation is an auxiliary university 
organization which receives funds through grants 
and gifts Money for the investments was taken from 
the Goethe fund, which was a donation to the univer- 
sity from naturalist Charles Goethe 

Puget Sound and L' hting, Washington. in which 
the Foundation invesied $33,711 in 1972, with a 
market vaiue of $32,500 in 1979, stated in May 1980

The current Iranian - iraqi war is the latest phase 
of an ongoing, behind - the - scenes power grab 
waged by the United States and the Soviet Union at 
the expense of the economic development of the 
nations in that region, according to Iraqi - born Ayad 
Al - Qazzaz 

‘If we study the Middle Eastern nations,” said As 
sociate Professor Al - Qazzaz. “we will find out that 
they spend 10 to 20 percent of their budgets or 
military armament 

Now this money, the sociology professor con 
tinued, “is needed very badiy elsewhere These 
countries, by any standard, are underdeveloped and 
need every penny. Military expenditure does not 
have the same multiplier effects (economically) as 
building a factory or investing in education 

By implication, then, the United States and the 
Soviet Union, the world's two biggest arms sup 
pliers, are responsible for stunting the development 
of these countries iraq, Iran, Turkey, Syria and 
Egypt — by supplying with increasingly 
sophistocated and expensive arms. he said These 
arms purchases drain their national incomes and 
divert their weak economies to destructive and 
repressive uses, according to Al-Qazzaz 

One aspect of Al Quazzaz's supporting 
arguments, American and Soviet arms sales in the 
Middle East, is well documented in fiscal year 1979 
the United States soid $14.4 billion in arms and 
military equipment woridwide. 65 percent o! these 
sales went to the Middie East

Behind the statistics and the current events, the 
question remains: Why? 

Selling arms is very good for the economies of 
both superpowers,’ explained Al - Qazzaz 

That is one fast way to bring the dollar back (to 
the United States). It is good for the military - in 
dustrial complex, further research in military ar- 
mament, and if (more are built) the unit cost of 
producing them will be cheaper 

Sometimes war is an excuse to test the effec- 
tiveness of sophisticated arms in combat and on 
civilian populations, Al - Qazzaz said. citing the 
recent Soviet invasion of Afghanistan 

A quick look at our own national debt, however 
quickly dispeis the idea that governments like the 
United States are in the business of making money 
for its own sake, and so the motives have to go 
deeper inte diplomacy

The appointment, approved by 
the president iast Friday. places 
Arvizu on the 29 - member counci| 
as one of 12 members drawn from 
fion - governmentai circles 

Arvizu will serve for five years, 
w-tending quarterly meetings in 
Washington, D.C. and helping the 
council provide policy input on en- 
vironmental, cultural and his- 
torical questions 

The council functions in an ad- 
visOry Capacity over federal 
programs to preserve historical or 
cultural resources. The council 
members identify sites of historic 
significance for the nationai regis- 
try 

According to Dorothy DeGen- 
naro, assistant to the executive 
direcior of the council, Arvizu will 
take part in the council's role of 
negotiation and mediation, mak- 
ing policy with the other members 
for the council staff, reviewing 
federal projects and specifying 
measures to further the national 
preservation program. The council 
acts to reconstruct American 
Cultural heritage

According to DeGennaro, Ar- 
vizu was chosen as someone 
‘outstanding and notable in his 
field” as a cultural anthropologist 

Arvizu is widely known for his 
accomplishments in the field of 
cultural anthropology most 
notably his co - direction of a 
National Endowment of the Arts 
grant to documer: the cultural and 
historical traditions of Mic- 
ronesians Arvizu is also known for 
his work with the Mexican - 
American Education Project. a five 
- year program given by the an- 
thropology department, which 
trains educators to use an- 
thropology to improve teaching 
methods used with minority 
children 

Arvizu has administered $2 
million in federal funds to the 
Cross - cultural Resource Center 
in the past four years. He travels 
more than 200,000 miles a year for 
the center, dealing with 50 
different languages and a 10,000 - 
mile service area extending from 
Nevada to Samoa

The corporation is also constructing two nuclear 
units, scheduled for completion in 1981 and 1982 

Duke Power, a coai and nuclear - based electric 
utility in which the foundation invested $51,438 in 
1971, and whose market value in 1979 was $39,938.

The issue first rose last April when ASI 
detunded the ink Machine (formeriy an on - 
campus printing center) and planned to use 
the university s printing office to meet student 
needs At that time, ASI considered selling or 
leasing the old Ink Machine equipment to the 
university 

At first the Chancellor's office would not 
allow the Reprographics Center to print 
Student materiais (because it is state funded 


for university faculty. staff and auxiliar 
y y y 





organization use only), Dut later agreed to 
handie the jobs provided the acceptance of 
materials and billing procedure was funneled 
through ASi. an auxiliary organization of the 
university 

The project came to a standstili, however 
when AS/ decided to put the printing supplies 
and equipment up for general bid 

The two issues got interconnected 
McAmis said. “Someone at the university got 
the impression that the university could not do 
the printing until the equipment had been 
transferred to them 

Once it was found that student printing 
could be handied by the university, even 
though the printing supplies and equipment 
were not sold to it, ASI began planning its end 
of the operation

The Associated Students, inc 
Senate unanimously endorsed a 
proposal by the University Ap- 
pointments, Retention, Tenure 
and Promotion Committee 
(UARTP) which caiis for con- 
fidential student evaluations of 
instructors, on Tuesday 

The proposal, which was first 
submitted at the end of iast year 
will be discussed and possibly 
acted on by the Academic Senate 
on Oct. 8 

“Basically, what we need is sup- 
port from as many areas as we 
can,” stated UARTP Represen- 
tative Kent Taylor. “Since this is 


dealing with student input, we felt 
that the best thing would be to 
have the student senate support 
this proposai. The president of the 
University is on our side of the is- 
sue. He said that he would not sign 
anything coming out of the 
Academic Senate that did not 
grant protection for students 
Taylor continued 

The Executive Committee of the 
Academic Senate voted tc adopt a 
policy that allowed confidential 
testimony last year in August of 
this year, they reversed their 
position and voted to disallow 
anonymous student testimony 
The committee decided to inter- 
pret the faculty manual, which 


states that no unsigned 
documents may be placed in a per- 
sonnel file 

The issue is this,” stated Dean 
of Students Tim Comstock. “We 
want, or some of us want, to en- 
courage students to give input on 
the evaluation of faculty members 
and staff members. There are 
22,000 students in this place and 
students have been reticent his- 
toricaily to comment on the 
capabilities of administrators and 
faciity members.

Proposition 7, to which no organized opposition 
has surfaced, would exernpt construction of active 
solar devices from property tax reassessment 

Proposition 7 is the third proposition aimed at Ar- 
ticle 13 A, (formerly Proposition 13,) this Novernber 
It would exempt any new construction of active solar 
heating equipment for a residence or business from 
being reassessed at a higher market value 

Author of the bill, Sen. Alfrec Aiquist (D - San 
Jose) advocates the use of solar power as one way to 
battle the “possibility of a crippling energy shortage 

facing California in the 1980s.’

Proposition 


Proposition 7 proponents argue the public is 
currently receiving mixed signals from the 
government regarding solar energy use. The state 
and federal governments allow un income tax break 
for installing solar equipment, while property taxes 
are raised by locai and state governments if solar is 
installed 

CSUS physics Professor Michael Shea one of 
two professors instructing a course in “The Use of 
Solar Energy in the Home, feels the measure “is not 
an earthshaking proposition.” The loss to state and 
local property tax revenue would be minimal, he 
added 

Active solar systems are not significant in 


California,” said Shea °They are fo expensive for 
space heating.” Because of the state's mild climate 
the installation of an active solar unit to heat a buiid- 
ing would not save a property Owner any money, he 
expiaineG 
Most solar powered space heating is done with

The only known opponent to the proposition 
Fred Huntley. presented the argument against 
Proposition 7 in the California Voters Pamphiet. He 
mad@ no arguments against the use of solar power 
but said there should not be any “tampering with 
Proposition 13." 

In Huntley's written argument, he stated 
Proposition 7 will set an example for more ex- 
emptions in the future, inevitably creating a heavier 
property tax load for homeowners 

Those in favor of the measure think Proposition 7 
will benefit everyone. “It will benefit peopie using 
sOiar energy, resulting in lower energy bills and it 
will also save Conventional energy for those still us- 
INg gas and electricity 

Professor Shea said, “solar power has a positive 
image. like apple pie and mother,” and expects 
Proposition 7 to pass without too much difficulty 


Under the existing law stated in Articie 13A, any 
new construction of property must be reappraised 
and then taxed at its new market value By installing 
a solar unit, a property owner wouid be subject to 
higher property taxes 

Proposition 7 proposes “to take away the 
government's opportunity to tax rather than its 
ability to tax those who install active solar units 
said Tim Davis, consultant to the State Energy and 
Public Utilities Commission 

Davis claimed the amendment wouid be an incen- 
tive for those peopie wanting to use solar power By 
creating a “tax loophole,” Davis predicted more 
people could afford to install soiar devices because 
they would not be burdened by higher property tax- 
es

Crest theater may be torn down

The Crest Theater, located at 
1013 K Street {between 10th and 
11th Streets on the K Street Mall) is 
a historical landmark which still 
exists to refieci a smati portion of 
Sacramento's past history. But this 
could change if the theater's finan 
cial difficulties are not alleviated 
through community support 

Built by Sullivan and Considine 
vaudevilie: circuit in 1912 and 
opened in 1913 under the name 
“Empress Theater,” the movie 


house once served as a theater for 
vaudeville acts. In 1918 it 
underwent a name change and 
became the Hippodrome Ac- 
cording to Tony Salen, the 
theaters volunteer promotions 
director, it underwent extensive 
remodeling around 1949 and 
opened as the Crest. To date. it 
retains its original 1979 decor

down, Salen said. “it's really the 
last old beautiful theater in Sac 
ramento The Alhambra Theater is

‘Somewhere in Time’ 
Farfetched plot gets lost in time

Even Christopher Reeves 
charm and Jane Seymour's cheek 
bones can't help the hopelessly 
farfetched film “Somewhere in 
Time.” The producers attempt to 
meid elements of science fiction 
romance, and mystery, resulting in 
a lethargic and often confusing 
story line 

The film opens in 1972 Chicago 
at the cast party of a college play 
While celebrating his success 
senior playwright Richard Collier 
(Christopher Reeve), is ap- 
proached by an oid woman who 
hands him an antique gold pocket 
watch and gasps ‘core back to 
me.” 


Eight years later in a Chicago 
penthouse, successful broadway 
playwright Collier experiences 
writers’ block To clear his head he 
takes a drive that leads him to a 
turn - of -the - century hotel a short 
distance from his former college 
He feels strangely drawn and stays 
the night. While touring the old 
hotel he comes upon a yellowing 
photograph of a beautiful actress 
named Elise McKenny (Jane 
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seymour) who appeared at the 
hotel theater in 1912 
So taken by the photograph is 


Collier that he begins to researct 
McKenny’'s life He finds that the 
old woman at the college had beer 
McKenny and that the night she 
had seen him was her last. Collier 
finds other parallels in their lives 
ind begins to wonder if he may 
have met her in some other ime 
After seeing his name in a 1912 
hotel register, he is canvinced and 
prepared to make the journey in 
time to meet this beautiful actress 

He is advised by a coliege 
professor that to travel to 1912 he 
must remove everything contem 
porary from his life and convince 


himself he is living in the 1900's 
Once he has the correct clothes 
ons and surroundings he lies for 


hours on his hotel bed chanting 
It's June 23, 1912 

When he wakes up it is indeed 
1912. He sets to the tasks of meet 
and courting Miss McKenny 
Although he has some con- 
frontations w.i* “er manager 
Wiliam Robinson (Christopher 
Plummer), he eventually falis in 
love and decides to stay inthatera 
His stay is Cut short, however 
he pulis a 1979 penny from

Staff writer tumes The reason, says Hi dge, is that all Kachinas 
must be dressed and painted in a certain way They 
aimost always have a specific item in their hand, jike 
a knife or a bow and arrow, which Hodge says heips 
them accomplich a task they were created for 

Because of the special meaning of Kachinas to 
Hopi Indians, Hodge says that his store will only 
carry Kachinas carved by aHop: “We will not handie 
a Kachina doll that’s carved by a Novajo, or any other 
indian. They must be a Hopi because it’s only the 
Hopis that the Kachinas nave a specific meaning 
for” he says Although, according to Hodge. the 
Novajos do have what is called a Yeibichai and the 
Apaches have a mountain spirit or devil dancer 
which are similar to Kachinas, they are not really 
Kachinas 

Kachinas can be very expensive, ranging from 
$36 to $450. But, says Hodge some Kachinas sold at 
his shop have gone for as high as $1000. Price 
depends on how well a Kachinais made “The more 
time a craftsman spends on a Kachina, the better 
they are going to be made (assuming he's a good 
craftsman to begin with) and the more expensive 
they are going to be. “Still, Hodge says the price for 
a Kachina is like any other indian art or craft object 


Collecting, whether of stamps, dolls, or thimbles 
IS a growing hobby. Sometime or another, collecting 
a certain item has crossed many a mind 

One object which has grown in popularity among 
collectors is Hopi Kachinas. These handmade in 
dian figures are in constant demand due to their dis 
tinctive, colorful costumes and skillful craftsman 
ship 

Leon Hodge, owner of the indian Jewelry Center 
in Old Sacramento, has one of the largest as- 
sortments of Hopi Kachinas He isa knowledgeable 
source of much information on the subject 

One of the first things to remember, says Hodge 
i$ Not to refer to Kachinas as dolls Most peopie do 
call them Kachina dolls, but as Hodge expian.2 “The 
best name for them if you talk to a Hopi; they ure go- 
ing to call them strictly Kachinas.” 

The only type of material used to make Kachinas 
i§ Cotton wood root. Hodge stressed that Kachinas 
must be hand carved trom cotton wood because 
“Kachinas come from below the ground. and 
therefore, must be carved out of the material from 
below the ground.” 


Mo other tribe can lay 
claim to the symbolic 
meaning of the Kachina. 


if you're searching for 
one of these, be sure it's 
hand carved by a Hopi. 


Another important requirement when carving 
Kachinas, according to Hodge. is that every Kachina 
must serve a certain function. This is what makes 
them so unique from other Indian art crafts 

“Every Kachina has a specific purpose for exis- 
ting,” he says. The Kachina could represent a Hopi 
dance or a Hopi man who wears a mask to become a 
particular Kachina, Hodge explains. He Says that 
currently, there are 260 Kachinis, which can depict 
religious piety, tribal ceremonial figures and can 
represent clans, Hopi runners, clowns or other 
figures 


‘You can buy a Novajo ring for fifteen dollars or get 
one for a few thousand doliars,” he says 

if the price of some Kachinas may seem very high 
it 8 due not only to quality, but also to yearly in- 
creases. ‘Prices have gone up drastically They are 
at least double today what they were five years ago,” 
says Hodge He estimates that Kachinas rise in price 
about 20 percent a year But again, ne says. it is 
much the same as in any other Indian art craft 

No matter how much Kachinas will cost years 
ahead, collectors will continue to buy them. Ac- 





cording to Hodge, there are many people collecting 
not only Kachinas, but the best Kachinas 
One of the more popular Kachinas among 
Hodge's customers is the Eagle dancer. This 
Kachina is part of the Kiva or Repeat dances (heid in 
early March) which imitate the actions of an eagle as 
well as pray for an increase of them. The second 
most popular are the Mudheads. invoived in almost 
every Hopi dance, the Mudheads play games with 
the children at the dance. But, every coilector wants 
a Clown, says Hodge Known for their comic 
fashion, Clowns amuse the audience at Kachina 
dancing 
Every February, the indian Jeweiry Center hosts 
its Annual Hopi Kachina Show. Last year, says 
Hodges, "We had approximately 400 Kachinas and 
next year, we will have even more.” The Center also 
has at least five major craftsman shows a year, 
featuring some of the most famous Indian 
craftsmen 
During these shows, many collectors come to 
select from the finest Hopi Kachinag and indian 
crafts available. Hodge says ail of his Kachinas are 
made on the Hopi reservation by the best Hopi 
carvers. He strongly abides by two standards. First, 
all Indian crafts are guaranteed to be authentic and 
second, it is important to offer the very best in indian 
craft “We could stock here in Kachinas or anything 
else at low and very inexpensive items, and we could 
sel! them. But, we would probably lose aii of those

people who are really collectors of the finest they 
can buy,” Hodge says. 

For beginners wishing to start their own colleo 
tions, Hodge suggests reading and learning about 
Kachinas first. This way, a collector can determine 
which Kachina he would like for his collection, 
because “there are no rules of thumb that you could 
even follow,” he says. Everything depends on the in- 
dividual collector
